1 . BRITISH MINISTER SUMMERHAYES AND POLITICAL COUNSELOR PROBED 
VAN HEERDEN FURTHER TODAY ON A NUMBER OF MATTERS, INCLUDING 
WALVIS BAY. 

2. IN REGARD TO PRIME MINISTER VORSTER'S REPORTED REMARKS IN 
THE PRESS TO THE EFFECT THAT SOUTH AFRICA WOULD BE WILLING TO 
NEGOTIATE THE ISSUE WITH THE FUTURE INDEPENDENT GOVT OF NAMIBIA 
(CAPE TOWN 848), VAN HEERDEN SAID THE PRIME MINISTER 
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WAS ANSWERING QUESTIONS POSED HURRIEDLY TO HIM AS HE LEFT 
PARLIAMENT ON THE AFTERNOON OF APRIL 25. "BUT" VAN HEERDEN WENT 
ON, "WE FEEL COMFORTABLE ON THE WALVIS BAY ISSUE. WE RELIEVE 
WE HAVE ESTABLISHED OUR BONA FIDES IN TERMS OF WHERE WE 
THINK THINGS SHOULD GO IN THE FUTURE". 

3. WITHOUT REFERRING DIRECTLY TO THE PROPOSED WESTERN STATEMENT 
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ON WALVIS BAY, IT WAS POINTED OUT TO VAN HEERDEN THAT THE 
WESTERN GOVTS MIGHT FEEL COMPELLED TO SAY SOMETHING 
FURTHER ON THE FUTURE OF THE ENCLAVE, BUT IT WOULD BE OUTSIDE 
THE PROPOSAL AND WOULD NOT CHALLENGE THE SAG'S LEGAL POSITION. 
VAN HEERDEN REPLIED THAT THE SAG COULD ACCEPT A STATEMENT OF 
THE FOUR POINTS DISCUSSED IN FEBRUARY, ALTHOUGH IT WOULD PREFER 
THAT THEY NOT BE USED. IT WAS POINTED OUT TO VAN HEERDEN THAT 
IT WAS ONE THING TO SAY, AS SWAPO DEMANDED, THAT WALVIS BAY 
WAS AN INTEGRAL PART OF NAMIBIA, BUT ANOTHER TO ASSERT THAT 
WALVIS BAY SHOULD BECOME PART OF NAMIBIA, A POSITION WHICH WAS 
HELD BY ALMOST ALL OF THE POLITICAL GROUPS IN NAMIBIA INCLUDING 
THE DEMOCRATIC TURNHALLE ALLIANCE. VAN HEERDEN VAGUELY ACKNOW- 
LEDGED THE POINT. 

4. COMMENT: VAN HEERDEN CLEARLY SENSED THAT HE WAS BEING 
PROBED ON THIS ISSUE AND HIS REPLIES WERE CAUTIOUS. THE CANADIAN 
AMBASSADOR MAY HOME SOMEWHAT OVER INTERPRETED VAN HEERDEN’S 
PASSIVE RESPONSE TO HIS FLOATING THE PROPOSED LANGUAGE ON 
WALVIS BAY YESTERDAY, APRIL 27 (REFTEL). FOURIE'S 
SIGNALS, WHICH VAN HEERDEN MENTIONED TO THE CANADIAN AMB 
MAY HAVE BEEN IN REGARD TO THE FOUR POINTS. NEVERTHELESS, 

GIVEN HIS CONVERSATIONS YESTERDAY AND TODAY WITH REPS OF 
THE CAPE TOWN FIVE, IT IS LIKELY VAN HEERDEN UNDERSTANDS 
AND HAS REPORTED ON THE POSSIBILITY OF STATEMENTS BY 
THE WESTERN POWERS ON THE LINES PROPOSED.
